| RUSSELL HOPKINS FEARS 
HE’LL BE ASSASSINATED 


AND TAKES 


FALL 1,000 FEET. 
~—TOAWFUL DEATR 


Balloon Burst and Aero- 
nauts Are Killed. 


Every Bone in the Bodies of 
the Victims Broken --- When) 
High in Air Benzine Tank 
Exploded and Wreckage and 
Men Plunged to Earth. 


Leichlingen Rhenish, Prussia, July 
13.—Falling through space a distance 
of nearly one thousand feet, Oscar 
Erbsloeh, noted aeronaut and in- 
venter, winner of the International 
balloon race held at St. Louis, Mo., in 
1907, and one of the most promising of 
German experimenters in aerial flight, 
and four companions were dashed to 
death today in a field near Opladen. 
The others killed were Herr Toelle, a 
manufacturer, of Barmen; Engineers 
Hoeppe and Kranz and the motorman, 
Spicke.

Leud Explosion Heard. 

Only peasants saw the tragic ending 
of the flight of the dirigible balloon. 
Erbsloeh, which, after a series of un- 
fortunate accidents since its construc- 
tion a few years ago, had recently been 
refitted for passenger service. They 
had observed the ballon a short time 
before as it swung gracefully in the 
air. Soon it disappeared in the fog, 
and shortiy a loud explosion was 
heard, and a crumpled mass fell like a 
plummet to the earth. So terrible was 
the force of the fall, the gondola was 
emashed to splinters, the motor was 
buried deep in the sod, while the five 
men were crushed and torn almost be- 
yond recognition. 

Experts who examined the wreckage 
afterwards declared that the benzine 
tank had burst. The rubber envelope 
had been torn to shreds, and the bow 
collapsed. 

Sad Memento of Tragedy. 
was found sad memento of 
the disastrous trip. It was a leaf from 
the notebook of Engineer Hoeppe, 
containing a short record of the jour- 
ney. There were only a few words: 

“Departed hall 9:04; ascended air 
9:09: thick fog northward. Cannot see 
earth: sun breaks through; heavy fog 
below us. Mlevating planes sloped 
downwart: 'titude 280 metres (916 
feet) at 9:15.” 44 ’ 

This is the sole record of the last 
voyage of the Erbsloeh, the other de- 
tails of which cannot be learned owing 
to the death of all the occupants of 
the car. 

Ralloon Just Made Over. 

The balloon, which was of the non- 
rigid type, had just been made over, 
preparatory to the establishment of a 
passenger service between Elberfield 
and nearby points. Today it was in- 
flated for a final test by the crew. The 
escent was made near Opladen, and 
during a fog. : 

The Erbsloeh rose gracefully, pushy 
ing its way through the fog toa ems | 
estimated at several hundred yards. A 
this altitudé a series of evolutions was 
begun. Suddenly there was a loud re- 
port, and at the moment the forepart 
of the vessel crumpled up and the 
gondola was twisted about until it ap- 
peared as though standing on one end. 
As the gas escaped from the forward 
eompartment, the prow swayed down- 
ward. For a flash the airship flutter- 
ed like a wounded bird, and then fell 
swiftly to the earth. 

Every Limb Broken. 

Erbslioeh and his companions were 
killed the second that they struck the 
ground. Their heads were battered in, | 
and every limb was broken. 

The bodies of the victims were re- 
moved to a morgue. That of Erdsloeh 
would not have been recognized had it 
been found alone. One of the engin- 
eers was pierced through the breast by 
a piece of wreckage. The eyes of the 
other engineer were gouged out. The 

hands of all five were tightly clutched, 
as though they had held desperately to 
the car as it shot downward. Their 
shoes were torn from their feet. 

The death of Erbsloeh and his crew, 
with the destruction of the balloon, 
for which much had been hoped, fol- 
lowing closely upon the loss of Count 
Zeppelin's Deutschland, has caused 
gloom in aviation circles.

HOPKINS 18 RETICENT 
AS TQ CAUSE OF FEAR 


He Refuses to Mention Names 
of Those Whom He Thinks 
Would Like to Kill Him. 
Hopkins Resides at Mansion 
on Hudson Adjoining the 
Home of Miss Helen Gould. 


New York, July 18.—In addition to 
life, accident, health, fire, Durglary. 
tornado, automobile and yacht ingur- 
ance policies, Russell F,. Hopkins, a 
young millionaire of Irvington-on-ths- 


Hudson, who formerly lived in At- 


‘ianta, Ga., has taken out a $6,000 poli- 


cy against assassination, of which 
$2,000 is to go to the first informant 
and $1,000 each to the three others 
who may supply information regarding 
the deed. 

Mr. Hopkins was reticent as to why 
he feared assassination. He would 
give absolutely no information regard- 
ing the matter. 

It is said that the activities of the 
Black Hand have caused Mr. Hopkins 
to become alarmed. Tt rumored 
that Hopkins has received one or two 
Black Hand letters, but these rumors 
eannot be verified. 

Mr. Hopkins first came to New York 
as consul for the Republic of Panama 
and in 1906 married Miss Vera Si>-- 
grist, a granddaughter of Dr. J. Jd. 
Lawrence, a patent medicine proprie- 
tor of St. Louis. He built a magnifi- 
cent country place overlooking the 
Hudson, adjoining the place of Miss 
Helen Gould, and installed upon it a 
menagerie open to the public.

Mr. Hopkins is the son of Dr. J. R. 
Hopkins, of Atlanta. Prior to 
leaving here in 1906 he was promi- 
nent in social circles of the city. At 
one time he had a large privat> 
menagerie and presented several an'i- 
mals to the zoo at Grant Park. 

Just why Mr. Hopkins entertains 
fear of assassination is a mystery. His 
friends here are surprised to hear the 
news.

RATE. ADVANCES 
ARE. SUSPENDED 


Sweeping Action by the 


Commerce Commission. 


All the Recent General Ad- 
vances in Freight Rates by 
the Railroads to Be Held Up 
So the Commission May Make 
a Thorough Inquiry. 


Washington, July 13.—By a formal 


vote, the interstate commerce commis- 
sion today determined to suspend re- 
cent general advances made by the 
railways in their freight rates. The 
tariffs suspended in accordance with 
the policy decided upon by the com- 
mission, for the most part, are those 
recently filed by the Western Trunk 
Line Association and by the carriers 
in eastern classificatiorm™ territory, al- 
though some of the tariffs against 
which questions were raised were filed 
by individual roads in other territo- 
ries. 
Agreement of Ratlways. 

By arrangement with the president 
and with the commission, the railways 
agreed to supplement their original 
advanced tariffs. which were to have 
become effective August 1. This post- 
ponement was for the purpose of. en- 
abling the commission thoroughly to 
examine its authority under the new 
railroad laws. The understanding, at 
the time the agreement was reached, 
was that such advances as were gen- 
eral in character and affected large 
interests, should be suspended pend- 
ing an inquiry into the reasonable- 
ness of the increases. 

The ‘vote taken by 
was rather on a line of policy to be 
pursued by the body as to suspen- 
sion upon specific tariffs. Now that 
the policy of the commission has been 
determined, it will be automatically 
applicable, in a sense, to such tariffs 
as fall within its purview. 

It is expected that within a day or 
two formal announcement will be made 
by the commission of the precise na- 
ture of its policy, and in a general 
way, the tariffs that are to be affect- 
ed by it. 

General Advances Held Up. 

Until that announcement is made, 
it is not possible to state definitely 
what particular rates will be suspend- 
ed. Some advances contained in re- 
cently filed tariffs undoubtedly will 
not be suspended, but it is reasonably 
certain that practically all of the gen- 
eral freight advances will be held up 
pending an inquiry in the autumn. 

In the multiplicity of freight -tariffs 
filed with the commission—averaging 
six or seven hundred changes in rates 
per day, the commission naturally wil} 
not exercise its authority to suspend 
except in such instances as it is man- 
ifest the proposed new tariffs might 
do serious injustice to shippers. The 
authority will be exercised only when 
extraordinary conditions, in view of 
the commission. prevail.

AFTER MERGE 


13 Officials of Fraternal 
Concerns Are Indicted. 


It Is Alleged That Officials of 
American Home Circle, or 
the Fraternal Tribunes, Got 
the Reserve Fund _ and 
Wrecked the Society. 


Rock Island, Ill. July 13.—Indict- 
ments against thoirteen persons were 
returned today by a grand jury which, 
since May 3, had been investigating 
alleged frateurnal insurance frauds. 
alleged fraternal insurance officers of 
the American Home Circle, or the Fra- 
ternal Tribunes, or were concerned in 
the merger of the two societies in 1908. 
This merger is said to have been fol- 
lowed by the disappearance of the 
Tribune’s reserve fund of $57,000 and 
the alleged mismanagement of the so- 
ciety’s affairs to such an extent that 
it was ultimately wrecked.

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STRIKE MENACES 
GREAT RAILROAD 


Employees of Pennsylva- 
nia Vote to Go Out. 


ainmen De- 

h nless Demands 

Are Granted --- Railway Off- 

cials Say Road Is Not Able to 
Increase Its Expenses. 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 13%.—Repre- 
sentatives of the conductors, trainmen 
and yardmen on the Pennsylvania 
railroad lines east of Pittsburg, Erie 
and Buffalo, notified General Manager 
W. Heyward Myers this afternoon that 
a large majority of the men had voted 
“ves” on the ballot which empowered 
the men’s general committee to call a 
strike unless they reached an agree- 
ment with the company on the matter 
of wages and working conditions. 

Mr. Meyers informed the delegation 
that the Pennsylvania railroad is will- 
ing to meet the conditions which pre- 
vail on other roads provided that the 
company is put to no additional ex- 
pense. At the request of the union 
leaders another conference will be 
held with Mr. Myers tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

How Trainmen Vote. 

The complete count of the ballots 
showed 1,868 conductors had voted in 
the affirmative and 448 against the 
strike proposition. Those not voting, 
it is said, were included in the nega- 
tive votes. 

At the conference with Mr. Myers, 
A. B. Carrezen, of the Order of Ral! 
way Conductors, set forth the demands 
‘f the men, set forth that as the resu!é 
of the vote sustained the action of 
the committee in asking for a ten- 
hour day with the same pay as the 
present eleven-hour system, the com- 
mittee could do nothing but insist 
upon the railway’s compliance with 
these terms. 

Freight Cars Idle. 

Mr. Myers declared that the Penn- 
Sylvania railroad was at present sus- 
taining heavy losses in having 25,000 
freight cars and 260 locomotives idle. 
due to a falling off in freight business, 
and that any increase in expenses now 
was out of the question. 

An official of the Pennsylvania said 
tonight that a large number of letters 
had been received by Mr. Myers from 
affected employees saying they were 
not in favor of a strike, and stating 
that they thought the railroad’s post- 
tion was justifiable. 


W. of A. Blacksmiths Strike. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 13.—Four- 
teen blacksmiths in the shops of the 
Western of Alabama railroad went on 
strike today following refusal of the 
company to grant a wage scale of 
37 1-2 to 39 1-2 cents per hour, claim- 
ed to be paid by other: roads in the 
city. Only half a cent an hour divides 
the two other sides, that being the 
difference in the scales.

charges. 

Whether Mr. Barron will consent to 
the proposal is not known, as he could 
not be located.

(‘ommittee Recommends 


That Council Take That 


Action. 


The special committee of council, 
appointed to make a report on the 
bids for a new filtration plant for the 
waterworks departments met yester- 
day afternoon and decided to recom- 
mend that the bid of the New York 
Centinental Jewel Filtration Company 


be accepted. 

It is believed this recommendation 
will be adopted by council, and that 
the long-drawn-out fight over the bids 
will come to an end. 

The fight originated as follows: 

The water board and the bond com- 
mission advertised for bids for an 
§.000,000-gallon filtration plant to be 
built, with $50,000 of the bond money. 
Two bids were received as follows: 
From the New York Continental Jewel 
Filtration Company, for $42,000; from 
the’ American Water Softener Com- 
rany, of Philadelphia, for $30,912. The 
board and eommission saw that a 
larger filtration plant could be built 
with the bond money, 
voted to ask for new bids for a 
10,000,000-gallion plant. 

The representatives of the two com- 
panies were present and agreed to 
submit bids at once. They did_ so, 
with the following - result: By the 
New York company, $31,000; by the 
American company, $38,000. It was 
clear that there had been some close 
cutting. There arose a disagreement 
about accepting the lowest bid under 
the circumstances, and the matter Was 
1éferreq to the council] committee. 

The city will now get a 10 ,0F0,000- 
gallon filtration plant for $321,000, 
when the lowest bid for an 8,000,000- 
gallon plant was $80,912.

ROOSEVELT HOPES RENO 


KILLED PRIZE-FIGHTING 


New York, July 13.—The following 
signed editorial by Theodore Roosevelt 
on the recent prize fight will appear in 
this week’s issue of The Outlook: 

“T have always been fond of boxing, 
and have always believed in it as a 
vigorous, manly pastime, one of those 
pastimes which have a distinct moral 
and physical value, because they en- 
courage such essential virtues as cour- 
age, hardihood, endurance, and self- 
control.

The 
men to whom I refer I found square, 
decent men, who showed themselves 
good citizens when their good citizen- | 
ship was tested. I approved of the

‘Nevertheless, even under this law, 
abuses crept in, and, finally, one or two 
fights occurred where the surrounding 
circumstances were so scandalous that 
when I was governor I was obliged to 
advocate, and finally to secure, the re- 
peal of the law under which the con- 
tests took place, feeling convinced, to- 
gether with the great majority of the 
citizens of the state, that under it al- 
most all that made prize fighting ob- 


'jectionable and demoralizing had grad- 


ually been revived. 

“Now this was my experience, the ex- 
perience of a man who, so far from 
being prejudiced against boxing, was 
and is a warm advocate of it, and 
who, at the outset, had not the slight- 
est prejudice against professional box- 
boxing for purses of 


men who were pro- 


prizes. I am sure that what has hap- 
pened in New York will happen in the 
nation-at-large, and that prize fighting 
will be, as it ought to be, stopped in 


every state of the union.

Newnan, Ga., July 13.—Hon. Hew- 
lette A. Hall, chairman, gave out to- 
day a final explanation and defense >f 
the rules adopted by the staie demo- 
cratic executive committee for the gov- 
@rance of the state primary, to be hei! 
cn August 23. 

Chairman Hall's Statement. 

Chairman Hall's statement follows. 


“The rules for the government of the 
August primary were adopted June }, 
191”. At that time there were no an- 
nounced candidates for governor, and 
the opinion was generai that thers 
would be no contest this year. lkrom 
the date of the committee’s action un- 
til a few days ago the rules seemed to 
have met with genera! satisfaction, as 
no protest or criticism was heard froni 
any quarter. 

“The rules speak for themselves, and 
are perfectly fair and just. If properly 
applied they result in no advantage Ut) 
one candidate over another. A con- 
Structive criticism which has for its 
purpose the improvement and bDetter- 
ment of the rules is well and will re- 
sult in good; but a captious criticism, 
which is inspired by a desire for parti- 
#4n advantage, is narmfuil and destruc- 
tive, rather than constructive, in its 
effects. 

“The August primary is the pian for 
raming the candidates which the dem- 
ocratic party of Georgia will present 
to the general electorate in the state 
end nationa! elections to be held in Oc- 
tober and November next.

for under the Miller rules. 

Duty of Executive Committee. 


“It is conceded that patriotic 

zens may honestly differ as to which 
is the wisest and best system the 
blanket primary. or what is known as 
the county unit system. But true and 
loyal democrats can have but one 
opinion as to what was the duty of 
the present democratic executive com- 
mittee. 
“The fourth plank in the state damo- 
cratic platform (which ts the law gov- 
erning the committee, as well as all 
democrats, until changed), says: 

“Wwe favor a return to the constitu- 
tional representative system, or county 
unit plan, of representation in our 
state conventions, with its safeguard- 
ing checks and balances.’ 

“Just as the Miller committee were 
bound to carry into effect the mandate 
of the platform of 1906, so the present 
atate committee felt bound by the 
mandate of the democratic convention 
of 1908. This should settie the ques- 
tion aS to the duty of the present com- 
mittee. But, waiving that point, I am 
of the opinion that the county unit plan 
is the wiser, safer, and for many rea- 
sons the more desirable plan, It pre- 
serves to the smaller rural] counties the 
voting strength and power vouchsafed 
to them in the fundamental law—the 
constitution. I have heard no criticism 
of the action of the committee in re- 
turning to the county unit plan. _ iI 
conclude. therefore, that at least this 
part of the present rules meets with 
general approval. Indeed, my good 
friend, Judge A. W. Fite, while criti- 
cising the committee for adhering to 

he majority rule inaugurated by the 
Miller committee, commended it for re- 
turning to the county unit plan. 

Assumes County Unit to Be Wiser. 

“assuming, then, that the county 
unit plan is the wiser, the question re- 
curs—did the present committee act 
wisely in preserving the majority rule 
inaugurated by the Miller committee? 
I most earnestly believe so. Any plan 
which puts into the hands of a minor- 
ity the power to contro] the nomina- 
tions of a party is a menace to the 
very existerce and integrity of the 
organization. The policy or plan which 
enavles a minority candidate to become 
the nominee of the party is inherently 
wrong—it is vicious. If democracy 
means anything, it means the rule of

When the rule 
requiring all counties to act by pri- 
mary wags adopted a vigorous protest 
was made, on the ground now urged 
against the rule prohibiting ‘single- 
shotting—that it ‘infringed the per- 
sona! liberty of the citizens of a 
county to act in the wav best suited 
to its peculiar condition.

So when the uni- 
form primary rule was adopted requir- 
ing all counties to act on the same day,

HOPKINS’ CODE 
S APPROVED 


Committee of House 


Recommends Adoption. 


If the New Code Is Not Adopt- 
ed There Will Be Eighteen 
Books’on Laws of the State. 
Matter Thoroughly Discussed 
at Committee Meeting. _.” 


At a lengthy and somewhat warm 


|} session of the general judiciary com- 


mittee of the house of representatives 
was decided 


Representatives Brown of Carroll, 


Jones of Meriwether, and Lawrence of 
Chatham, which is to adopt the code 
laws of Georgia as revised by Judge 
John L, Hopkins, of Atlanta. 

Chairman Joe Hilti Hall of Bibb, 
made the strongest argument against 
making a favorable report on the bill, 
Stating that he desired to see all 
laws which had been repealed taken 
out of the code, and that a commis- 
sion consisting of three lawyers be 
appointed to do the work of revision. 
There was a remark made by one of 
the ecommitteemen about justices of 
the peace fully comprehending the 
code, to which Mr. Hall replied as fol- 
lows: 

“If a lawyer can’t understand the 
code of Georgia, I know a justice of 
the peace cannot.”’ 

“Revising a Hevision."’ 

Judge Jones, who was on the com- 
mission to investigate the work of 
Judge Hopkins, and who favors the 
adoption of his code, argued that Mr. 
Hall was attempting to revise a revis- 
lon; that if there are any conflicting 
laws :n the code it is a simple mat- 
ter for any representative to introe 
duce an act to repeal any one of 
them. 

“Il believe,’ he declared, “that the 
thought that this distinguished jurist 
(Judge Hopkins) has given to this 
great work in the past five years is 
better than that any three politicians 
in this state could ever do.”, 

Mr. Halli replied by saying that he 
fully believed Judge Hopkins to be one 
of the greatest jurists in the state, 
and was more than willing that he 
should be the person to revise the 
code as he thought it shofild be done. 

It was argued by other members of 
the committee that if Mr. Hall's ideas 
are carried out it would cost the 
State between $30,000 and $40,000 and 
be two years before a new code could 
be adopted. 


Seventeen Books on State Laws. 


As it is now, every court in the state 
has seventeen books on the laws of 
the state. These books consist of the 
civil code, the criminal code, the po- 
litical code, and the acts of the legis- 
lature for every year from 1896, the 
year after the last code was adopted, 
up to and including 1909. Should the 
leg:slature this year not adopt the 
code of Judge Hopkins, which places 
the civil and political code in one 
book, and the criminal code, military 
code and laws on the state penitenti- 
ary system in another (all this, of 
course, including ell of the acts of 
the legislature since 1895), the courts 
will have eighteen law books. The 
acts of the present session, of course, 
increases the number. Should the code 
be adopted, there will be only three 
books, namely, the two books of the 
code and the acts of this session. 

The bill of Senator Slaton, regarding 
the making of briefs of evidence and 
the making of motions for new trials, 
will be reported to the house with the 
request that it be printed and re- 
committed.

FALLS VICTIM 
TO BLACK HAND 


Man’s Daughter Avenges 
Father’s Death. 


Death in His Store--His As- 
sailant Falls Before Fire of 
Manzella’s Daughter. 


New Orleans, July 13.—Joseph Man- 
zella, an Italian, proprietor of a saloon 
and grocery at St. Philip and Decatur 
streets, fell a victim to the so-called 


“Black Hand Society” here today, but 
his death was avenged a few séconds 
later when his 17-year-old daughter 
shot and killed the assassin as hé was 
attempting to escape. 

Manzella had recently recéived many 
letters demanding money. They were 
signed “Black Hand Society.” Shortly 
before 11 o'clock today an Italian, ap- 
parently about 32 years old, called at 
the store and asked if any money was 
forthcoming. When ordered out he 
shot Manzella in the breast. 

Daughter Rushed to Father's Rescue. 

As Manzella fell he drew his re- 
volver and fired at the assassin, but it 
has not been definitely éstablished that 
the bullet found its mark. Young 
Josephine Manzella had rushed into the 
store at the first shot, and drawing her 
revolver, gave chase to the assassin, 
firing at him as she ran.

TO REMEDY SOME EVILS

An attempt will be made at this 
session of the legislature to cure cér- 
tain evils arising from the act passed 
at the last session regarding the elec- 
tion of county school commissioners by 
the people. A bill has been introduced 
by Representatives Brown, Alexander 
and McElreath, of Fulton, to this ef- 
fect. 

This matter came up at the house 
committee on education yesterday aft- 
ernoon, and it was decided to appoint 
Representatives McMichael, Hule, 
Brown of Murray, Hill of Monroe, and 
Calbeck of Gordon, as a committee to 
agree upon a gubstitute to the bill. 

The present act provides that appli- 
ecants for places of county school com- 
missioners be examined ninety days 
before the election, and that they be 
required to. make 85 per cent. This 
law has catised great inconvenience, it 
is claimed, and especially in Fulton 
county. Professor Brittain has re- 
signed, to become state school com- 
missioner, and Fulton has now noone 
in his place, and could not until within 
three months. 

Before thig act was passed the board 
of county commissioners elected the 


school commissioner, after the appli- 
cant bad stood a satisfactory examl- 
nation. The committee will either at- 
tempt to revert to this old manner of 
naming the commissionér, or else try 
to repeal the act.

Pursuing the only course open to statesmanship and _ patri- 
otism, Mayor Maddox has vetoed the councilmanic salary-grab 
proposition. : 

His action kills this “greased-pig’’ project—-for the time being, 
at any rate.

The merits of the issue do not require threshing out now. At 
lanta has never employed or elected her councilmen upon a basis 
of compensation for services rendered. Always the positions have 
been those of honor, with that fact well understood and with no 
individual ruthlessly dragooned from the bosom of his business or 
family to serve his city at a loss unless he so willed. 

But it was not so much the matter of $9,000 that roused the 
public. 

It was the inconceivably dangerous precedent involved in the 
way in which the thing was done. 

It is, primarily, an established principle in municipal, state 
or federal government that office-holders should not vote them- 
selves salary increases. If there are to be increases, large or small, 
they should be so scheduled as to apply to men who shall in the 
future hold the positions to which the increases apply. :

A resolution requesting Governor 
Brown to submit to the general assem- 
bly his reasons for ordering a company 
of state troops to the Durham coal 
mines on May 265 for the purpose of 
quelling an alleged riot among miners 
was introduced in the house of repre- 
sentatives yesterday morning by Mr.

Mr. Alexander of DeKalb, chairman 
of the Western and Atlantic committee, 
asked unanimous consent that the 
members of his committee be excused 
for the purpose of making the trip to 
Chattanooga Friday afternoen. The 
request was granted. 

Then, Mr. Alexander requested that 
permission be granted to any members 
of the house, who desire to make the 
trip, to accompany the committee as 
members of the same. 

“Who's going to pay that expense,” 
demanded Mr. Reid, of Campbell. 

State Would Have to Pay. 

“The chair understands the state 
would do so under the request of the 
gentlemen,” stated Speaker Holder. 

“Then,’’ continued Mr. Reid, “if that 
request is granted the whole house 
could go if it wanted to?’ 

“It could,” replied Mr. Alexander. 

“Doesn't the gentlemen know that 
this. would be nothing but a junketing 
trip and that it would cost the state 
at least $2,000?’ asked Mr. Atkinson,

The senate did another one of ita

The senate also expressed’ itself as 
of opinion that a vote of not less than 
23 ayes, and as many more as will 
make a two-thirds majority of those 
voting, is necessary to the adoption of 
any bill increasing the salaries of jus- 
tices of the supreme court, and chang- 
ing the system of paying solicitors 
general. 

The Check-Date Bill. 

The senate refused to have corrected 
an alleged error inthe senate journal of 
Tuesday in regard to its action in or- 
dering immediately transmitted to the 
house the bill of, Senator Morris pre- 
scribing the legal effect of bank checl® 
which are dated ahead, 

Senator Griffith then moved that the 
scnate reconsider its action in ordering 
bil] transmitted. Mr. Griffith made an 
argument against the measure, insist- 
ing that bank eashiers should be re- 
quired to exercise care in the matter 
of paying checks dated ahead, and that 
he could see no reason for requiring 
two dates to be put on checks payable 
at some advance date, the actual] date 
it was drawn and underneath this the 
late on which it was to be paid, 

Mr. Aikin thought it was child's play 
for the sepate to pass a bill one day 
and on the lh. «t day come back and at- 
tempt to undo its work of the previous 
day. 

Mr. Harrell said he favored the gen- 
eral purpose of the bill, but did not 
approve the restrictions which required 
the date to be put at a precige spot on 
the check. He said the law of Georgia 
did not require bonds, deeds, mort- 
gages or any such legal instrument to 
be in a precise form, but this bill pro- 
posed to require such a form in the 
case of checks. 

Senator Harrell moved that the sen- 
ate reconsider the vote by which it 
passed the bill, and this motion was 
adopted by a vote of 23 to 10. The bill 
was then reeommitted te the general 
judiciary committee. 

Vote for Higher Salaries. 

Senator Mathews next submitted a 
carefully prepare@ statement signed by 
himself and Senator Burwell, giving 
the result of their investigation of the 
constitution as affecting the vote in 
the senate on a bill to increase the 
compensation of members of the su- 
preme court, .and also a bill to change 
the system of paying solicitors general. 
The majority report held that a consti- 
tutional majority, or 23 votes, and also 
such a number as would make two- 
thirds of those voting, would be nec- 
essary. 

A minority report was submitted by 
Senator Griffith, who construed the 
constitutional reqiurement to be that 
two-thirds of the total membership of 
the senate, or 30 votes, would be re- 
quired. He tInsisted in an earnest 
speech that when the framers of the 
constitution required a “two-thirds 
vote of each branch,’ they meant two- 
thirds of all the members elected to 
the general assembly.

On the aye and nay roll call de- 
manded by Senator Griffith, he reiter- 
ated his arguments in behalf of his 
minority report, saying that the ques- 
tion was one of vast iggportance.

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FRUIT TRAIN BILL 
I) RECOMMENDED 


The bill of Senator Price, amending 
the act relative to the operation of 
trains on Sunday so that through 
freight trains may be allowed to pick 
up or leave at any point, on Sunday, 
fruit cars or other cars designed for 
carrying perishable freight, was given 
favorable consideration by the senate 
committee on railroads yesterday aft- 
ernoon, and was unanimously recom- 
mended for ge. 

The bill, if passed, will allow the 
transportation of empty or loaded 
perishable freight cars direet to their 
destination without requiring a delay 
on Sunday. The bill also provides that 
a train can be made up on Sunday for 
the purpose of distributing the empty 
ears to the various points in the state 
where they are needed for loading on 
Monday. 

Manager I. M. Fleming, of the Geor- 
gia Fruit Exchange, poirited out that a 
great hardship is being worked upon 
the fruit growers of the state because 
of the law which prohibits cars being 
sent on to their destination on Sunday. 
He “showed that, because of the fre- 
quent lay-overs of the ry cars, the 
shipper is very often compelled to hold 
his fruit until Tuesday before he can 
begin packing it. 

The committee also decided to recom- 
mend for passage the bill of Senator 
Mays providirg that electric and inter- 
urban railways may be authorized to 
merge with similar lines in adjacent 
states.

CREDITORS TO CET 
ESTATE OF MOODY 


Supreme Court Holds It 
Subject to Judgments. 


Where Fraud Is Involved in 
Bankruptcy Proceedings, the 
Court Holds Discharge Does 
Not Relieve Debtors From 


The supreme court, in a _ decision 
handed down yesterday, decided that 
the estate of John T. Moody was sub- 
ject to the judgments rendered against 
him in connection with the failure of 
the firm of Movudy & Brewster, fraud 
having been alleged in the lower 
courts. 

There were twenty-one cases in all, 
and the decisions of the lower court 
were affirmed in all except two, these 
two being the Third National bank of 
Atlanta case, and the case- of the 
Liebig Manufacturing Company. The 
decisions in these cases were re- 
versed. In the first, fraud was not al- 
leged, and in the latter case the fraud 
charge was waived. The court also 
amended the award in @ slight extent 
in six of the cases. 

Under this decision the creditors will 
be enabled to collect their claims from 
the receiver of the Moody estate, 8. B. 
Turman. The original decrees entered 
on June 30, 1900, amounted to about 
$70,000. Interest and other costs in 
connection with the litigation have run 
the total up to more than $100,000. It 
is estimated that the estate of Mr. 
Moody will about cover these claims. 

The attorneys representing the 
claimants were J. E. & lL. F. Me- 
Clelland, King & Spalding, and C. T. 
Hopkins & Sons. ' 

A Bankruptcy Question. 

The specific question raised in the 
suits was as to whether Moody was 
acquitted of the judgments of defend- 
ants in error by his discharge in bank- 
ruptcy. 

The decision of the supreme court 
was rendered by Justice Evans. It 
discussed the bankruptcy act of 1898 
and its effect upon cases where fraud 
exists or misrepresentations have been 
made. The act of 1898 requires claims 
involving fraud to be reduced to judg- 
ment, as a condition to prevent release 
by discharge in bankruptcy. The act 
was amended in 1903, but this was 
after the discharge of Moody in bank- 
ruptcy, and hemce the court holds that 
the question at issue was not affected 
by the subsequent amendment to the 
law. 

When Moody & Brewster failed, 
practically ali the creditors asked for 
a rescission of sales made to the bank- 
rupt firm, and sought to recover their 
goods where they could identify them. 
The decision discusses this feature of 
the bankruptcy proceedings, and also 
whether the relief subsequently grant- 
ed in the judgments was based on 
actual or constructive fraud the 
bankrupt firm. 

Fraud Was Alleged. 

In 1908.the parties who were made 
defendants in error in the cases just 
decided, filed their several petitions 
against Moody in the superior court 
of Fulton county, claiming, on account 
of fraud, that the defendant's property 
was subject to the bankrupt’s debts. 

On Juné 30, 1900, the final verdicts 
and decrees were rendered in the cases, 
under which each petitioner was given 
judgment. No fi. fas. were issued upon 
the judgment, and neither principal, 
interest nor costs have been paid. The 
plaintiffs prayed that the Judgments be 
revived. The defendant, Moody, 
leged that the judgments, if ever valid, 
were then dormant, and that the judg- 
ments were void for “vagueness, indef- 
initeness and uncertainty.” The court 
overruled this contention. 

The supreme court amends the award 
to the following: Strauss, Sach & Co., 
$135.42; Roaring Springs Blank Book 
Company, $111.67; Cleveland Woolen 
Mills, $315.72; Tennessee Woolen Mills, 
$522.92; Scheuer Brothers, $226.24; At- 
lanta™ Woolen Mills, $315.72.

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SCARED JULY SHORTS 
BROUGHT TO COVER 


On Rumor That Indictments 
Against Bull Leaders Had 


Been Found Defective. 

New York, July 13.—The feature in 
the cotton market today was a scare 
of July shorts during the afternoon 
and a very sharp advance in that 
position on the buying of a few thou- 
sand bales. Otherwise, there was no 
particular activity, but the latter 
months advanced in sympathy with 
July and the market closed firm at 4 
net gain of 7@30 points. For some 
days past, certain of the large local 
houses have been advising July shorts 
to cover before it was too late to 
bring cotton here for delivery, and 
when rumors were this afternoon clir- 
culated that the indictments against 
the bull leaders had been found defec- 
tive, there was a spurt of demand, 
which ran July up anywhere from 2 
to 5 points between sales. The bull 
leaders sold on the advance, but it 
was not until July reached 15.76, or 
the highest level touched since the 
middle of May, that there was enough 
cotton offering to ease the situation, 
amd even then there was comparative- 
ly little reaction, with July closing at 
15.73. 


The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 2 points to a decline of 2 
points, whicn was better than due 
on the cables, and while the weather 
map was considered fairly good, prices 
rose after the opening, on covering 
by yesterday's sellers, with the acfive 
months selling up to a net advance of 
about 2 points. When the demand 
from shorts had subsided, prices eased 
off to about the closing figures of last 
night, but the private reports of rain 
in the Mississippi valley prevented any 
aggressive selling, and in the late 
trading the market was influenced by 
the strength of July with the general 
list at one time showing a net advance 
of 13@52 points.

Reaction of Morning Followed 
Rally---Closed at Best 
of the Day. 


New York, July 13.—Stock specula- 
tion today showed signs .of lassitude 
not out of harmony with weather con- 
ditions. About all accomplished in the 
day's trading was to rectify the false 
steps taken in response to the sensa- 
tional mongering yesterday regarding 
the German foreign office utterances. 
Part of this had been accomplished be- 
fore yesterday’s stock market closed, 
owing to the doubtful nature of the 
reports imputing a threatening tone 
toward the United States government 
in a supposed official statement. a 

There was a@ spasmodic advance in 
prices at the opening, when uncovered 
shorts took stocks at the prices at 
which they were offered, owing to the 
discovery that they had been totally 
misled by yesterday’s unfounded pub- 
lication. The satisfaction of this 
urgent demand left little buying power 
in the market, and a fresh decline in 
the coppers added to the unsettlement. 
This paucity of buying demand for 
stocks was cited as detracting from 
the convincing effect of many inter- 
views with persons important in the 
financial and industrial world, ex- 
pressing hopeful views of the future 
and confidence in the soundness of 
present conditions. Many of the inter- 
views came from men newly landed 
from pleasure trips abroad. They were 
supplemented, however, by published 
reports gathered by railroad organiza- 
tions of crop conditions, which gave a 
favorable impression of the situation 
as a whole. 

It developed, also, that, while de- 
,mand for stocks died out when at- 
tempts were made to advance prices, a 
power of resistance was encountered 
on declines which argued the existence 
of buying orders which would absorb 
stocks when offered at concessions, 
while refusing to bid for them on ad- 
vances. Amalgamated Copper. sold 
down to 55%, a new low level for the 
year. A rally in the price of copper 
metal in the London market relieved 
this stock from some of the pressure 
upon it. The dividend rate was dis- 
cussed, and varying views affected the 
price movement. 

The extreme dullness of the specu- 
lation was ascribed partly to the be- 
lief that an early decision would be 
taken by the interstate commerce com- 
mission whether to suspend, as a 
whole, the rate advances proposed by 
the railroads to go into effect on Au- 
gust 1. The new law allows the com- 
mission to take the initiative in sus- 
pending rates while considering their 
reasonableness. An impression has been 
current for several days that the com- 
mission would refrain from suspending 
all of the proposed advances. Today’s 
announcements that it had been de- 
termined to allow none of the higher 
rates to go into effect August 1 was 
the active influence in turning the 
dull and hesitating tone of the mid- 
session into the positive weakness 
later. 

The strong resistance of the market 
to depression was reasserted in a 
notable manner on the reaction, and 
prices were rallied to the best of the 
day and to a stronger closing. News 
of more general conditions did not 
show decisive tendencies, but the feel- 
ing that fears of crop damage had ex- 
aggerated the real condition and satis- 
faction with the showing being made 
by the national banks in their returns 
to the comptroller helped to the under- 
lying strength of the stock market. 

The gold engagement announced evi- 
dently referred to the same transac- 
tion as that reported from London 
Monday.

The state of Georgia now maintains 
a college of agriculture at Athens foi 
white boys, and a branch of this insti- 
tution for negro youths at Savannah. | 
This negro college is under the direc- 
tion of R. R. Wright, and repcerts show 
that he is doing a splendid work 3 
training the negro youth of the state. 
The eleven district agricultural schools 
are maintained for white boys. 

Under the bill of Mr. Alexander the 
state commissioner of agriculture is 
authorized to appcint a negro of scien- 
tific training and practical experience 
as farm expert, to conduct farmers’ in- 
stitutes, field demonstration work, get 
up agricultural fairs and give instruc- 
tion in agricuiture to the members ot 
his race. 

The commissioner of agriculture is 
to make and prescribe the rules and 
reguiations for carrying out the pur- 
poses of the act. The sum of $3,000 is| 
appropriated to begin the work among 
the negro farmers.
